It was voted that the sessions of the meeting be opened at 
9 o’clock, adjourn at 12, reopen at 1.15 and adjourn at 4 o’clock 
each day until the business in the warrant was completed.

Artiele 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Treasurer be so authorized. 

Article 5. To see what method the town will adopt to sup- 
press the keeping and sale of intoxicating liquors and to pre- 
vent gambling and malicious mischief, and make an appropria- 
tion therefor or take any other action thereto. 

This article was considered in connection with articles 25 
and 438, and action taken under article 43 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Cape & Vineyard Electrie Co. to 
light the streets for the coming year or take any other action 
thereon. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized to contraet with 
the Cape & Vineyard Electrie Co. ; 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims and suits against the town which are 
pending or may arise against the town, and to fix a definite 
amount which may be used by the board of Selectmen for the 
purpose, or take any other action thereon. 

Voted, that the Selectmen be authorized t6 settle claims and 
suits. Appropriation was made under Article 10.” 

Article 8. To see what method the town: will adopt re- 
specting the collection of taxes, and to fix the compensation for 
the services of the Collector, or act thereon. 
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Voted, that October Ist be the date established when taxes 
shall be due, that interest at the rate of 6% per annum be 
charged from said date on unpaid taxes (in accordance with 
Chap. 190, General Acts of 1918 and amendments thereto). That 
the Collector of Taxes be required to make final settlement with 
the Town Treasurer on such date as shall be agreed upon by the 
Board of Assessors and the Collector. That the compensation 
for the services of the Collector of Taxes be 1% of the amount 
collected. 

Article 9. To hear the reports of Committees and act there- 
on. 

Voted, that the reports of boards and committees as printed 
in the Town Report be accepted. 

Article 10. To raise such sums of money as may be needed 
to defray the town’s expenses for the year ensuing, viz :—High- 
ways, Curbings, Dust Laying Material, Railings, Bridges, Snow, 
Clearing Curves, Schools, School Supplies, Transportation, Re- 
pair sof Public Buildings, Bonds and Notes, Parks, Fire Depart- 
ment, Board of Health, Interest, Poor Department, Street Lights, 
Salaries, Libraries, Trees, Caterpillars, Gypsy and Brown-tail 
Moths, Miscellaneous, State Aid, Soldiers Relief, Elm Leaf Beetle, 
Inland Fisheries, Memorial Day, Printing and Stationery, Regu- 
latiny; Autos, Wells and any others that may be needed.

Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a certain sum of money to harden the surface of a 
portion of the Fresh Pond Road, so-called, with stone. tar, or 
other material, beginning at a point where hardening of the road 
was discontinued last year, and extending to a point opposite 
the schoolhouse at Fresh Pond. On petition of Asa L. Pattee 
and others. 

On motion of Joseph Ferreira, it was voted to appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 for the purpose named in the article.- 137 
voted in the affirmative, 2 in the negative 

Voted, that the money be expended under the direction of 
the Highway Surveyor. 

Article 12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the ‘sum of $12,000 to harden the road from Depot Avenue in 
West Falmouth to the residence of Mrs. Jennie Fassett. The 
abutting owners on said road and others to be’ benefitted agree- 
ing to pay the sum of 


—. The choice of material for doing 
> 


this‘work to be left to the Highway Surveyor. On petition of 
Ellery C. Wright and others. 

Voted, that the recommendation of the finance committee be 
accepted and the sum of $6,000 appropriated. It was stated 
that the abutters would contribute an equal amount. 
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The vote was unanimous, 60 voting in the affirmative. . 

Article 13. To see what action the town will take in the 
matter of enlarging the bathing pavilion and raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money therefor or take any other action thereon. 
On petition of the Selectmen. . 

A motion made by Selectman Underwood that $3,000 be. 
appropriated for building an addition of 25 rooms to the bath- 
ing casino was lost. It was voted 137 to 10 to increase the rental 
fee for bath rooms to $10 each. 

Article 14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $20,000, $10,000 to be raised by the tax levy of 1921, 
and the remiaining $10,000 to be raised by the issue of the town’s 
negotiable notes or bonds to be signed by the Treasurer and 
countersigned by the Selectmen, or take any other action or 
method to raise such sum of money for the purpose of recon- 
structing and rebuilding by the use of stone, tar, or some other 
surface binding process as the Highway Surveyor may adopt, 
the town highway, now known as Shore road (or Menauhant 
road) from the long bridge on same (where the new road surface 
was completed to in 1919) to Menauhant, thence northerly 
through same to its intersection with the Main highway as pro- 
vided and approved in Article No. 20 of the town warrant of 
1919. On petition of Frank D. Zell and others. 

Voted, that the sum of $15,000 be appropriated to recen- 
struct the Menauhant road eastward from Long Bridge. Of 
this amount $11,480 is the balance on hand from money paid 
back to the town by contractors; the balance of $3,520 will be 
raised by taxation. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings 
of the Selectmen in laying out a road from near Narrow Bridge, 
so-called, in Waquoit, to the southerly end of Meadow Neck, and 
the Mashpee line, and raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 
to work the same. On petition of T, L. Swift and others. 

Voted, to accept the layout as made by the Selectmen. The 
sum of $150 was appropriated to improve the road. 

Article 16. To see if the town will raise and appropriate. 
the sum of $2,000 to widen, straighten and repair Quissett Ave- 
nue, near the Nash estate. By request. 
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Voted, that the sum of $2,000 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose. 

Article 17. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for the employment of District or other nurses 
under Acts of 1911, Sec. 72. On request of Falmouth Nursing 
Association. 

Voted, that the sum of $2,000 be appropriated for same. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $6,500 for the purpose of resurfacing with 
stone or other suitable material, Gardiner Road from Buzzards 
Bay Avenue to Milfield Street, the same to be expended under 
the direction of the Highway Surveyor, as in his judgment may 
seem best. On petition of John J. Veeder and others. 

Voted, that the matter be referred to the next annual town 
meeting. 

Article 19.To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
$1,200 for the purpose of completing the shelling of Queen Street 
under the direction of the Highway Surveyor.On petition of W. 
M. Barstow and others. 

Voted, that the sum of $1,200 be expended for the shelling 
of Queen Street, the money to be taken from the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance. 

Article 20. To sce if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000 to purchase an outfit to build tar and 
sand roads. By request of Selectmen and Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, that the sum of $5,000 be appropriated. 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300 for the Cape Cod Farm Bureau and also 
elect a Director for the same as authorized by Sections 1 and 5, 
Chapter 273, Acts of Legislature of 1918. By request. 

$300 was appropriated for the Cape Cod Farm Bureau, and 
Wilfrid Wheeler was elected director. 

Article 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $250, the abutters to pay the balance of $500 
to place curbing on the corners of Grand and Hawthorne Ave- 
nues, Falmouth Heights. On petition of A. R. Wells. 

Voted, that $250 be appropriated, the abutters to pay the 


other $250. 
Article 23. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
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the sum of $12,000 to complete the hardening of the Davisviue 
road, so-called. Your petitioners are informed that this sum will 
complete the road at a width of 18 feet and a thickness of 2 1-2 
inches which we believe to be ample width and thickness to care 
for public travel for many years. On petition of Gilbert Fuller 
and others. 

Voted, that $12,000 be appropriated. 

Article 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,500 for recreation purposes, including baseball, and 
elect a recreation committee to have charge of this appropriation, 
or take any other action concerning the same. On petition of 
the Board of Trade. 

Voted, to accept the recommendation of the finance com- 
mittee that $2,500 be appropriated as follows:—for baseball, 
$1,800; for band concerts, $500 and $200 for other recreation 
purposes. 

Harry B. Albro, Wilbur A. Dyer and Edgar E. Burgess were 
elected as a recreation committee to handle the fund. 

Article 25. To see if the town will vote to employ day and 
night police officers with motorcycles or to accept the provisions 
of Chap. 42 of the General Laws as amended, providing for a 
police department for the town, or take any other action for 
police protective purposes, and make the necessary appropria- 
tions therefor. On petition of Board of Trade. 

Voted, that the town accept Chapter 41 of the General Laws 
and establish a police department under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen. That the sum of $5,200 be appropriated to 
provide for a night police officer the year round, and other needed 
police protection and the regulation of automobile traffic. 

Article 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $10,000 or a sufficient sum to complete harden- 
ing the mail road from where it now ends near Edgar Swett’s 
to the corner at George E. Tent’s and appoint a committee to 
see what help can be got from the Federal Government, it being 
a rural post road. On petition of John F. Randall. 

Voted, that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000 to complete the hardening of the road as called for in 
this article. It was stated that $10,000 would be appropriated 
from the state if the town appropriated an equal amount. 
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Article 27. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to extend the main from its terminus on Gansett 
road, near Whitman road, in a general northerly direction along 
Gansett road as laid out on a plan by Aspinwll. & Lincoln, en- 
titled, ‘‘Gansett, Fay Estates, Falmouth, Mass.’’ dated October 
22, 1920, and filed in the Land Registration office at. Boston, a 
copy is filed in the Registry District for Barnstable, with Cert. 
468, a point opposite Lot No. 3, as shown-on said plan, being a 
distance of approximately 1,500 feet, and raise and apprepriate 
money therefor, the money to be taken,from funds on hand, or 
to be borrowed; estimated expense $3,500. This extension is to 
be under a guaranty of 9% net annual income. 

Voted, that the water commissioners be so authorized. 

Article 28. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to extend the water mains to Davisville, a dis- 
tance of approximately 9,000 feet at an estimated cost $20,000; 
and raise and appropriate the necessary money therefor, a part 
thereof to be raised by borrowing money, or to take any other 
action concerning this matter. 

Voted, to accept the recommendation of the finance commit- 
tee that action on this article be deferred. 

Article 29. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to install one or two additional boilers in the 
pumping station and raise and appropriate the necessary money 
therefor, a part thereof to be raised by borrowing money, or to 
take any other action in this matter. 

Voted, that the Water Commissioners be and hereby are 
authorized to purchase and install two additional boilers at the 
pumping station; that the sum of $16,000 be raised and appro- 
priated therefor, $4,000 thereof to be raised in the tax levy of the 
current year, the balance of $12,000 to be obtained by issuing 
the notes or bonds of the Town in proper legal form therefor, 
said notes or bonds to be countersigned by the Water Commis- 
sioners and to be payable $3,000 yearly, the whole payable im 
five years with interest thereon, the determination of the rate 
of interest to be left to the Town Treasurer. 

Article 30. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to procure such legislative authority as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes and intent of the foregoing 
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articles and the votes thereunder including amendments to Chap- 
ter 66 of Acts of 1898, the Falmouth Water Company Act, as 
may be deemed advisable or necessary. Request of the Water 
Commissioners. 

Voted, that jthe Water Commissioners be and they hereby 
are authorized and instructed to petition the Legislature for 
authority to issue bonds or notes in the sum of $12,000 payable 
serially for a term of years not to exceed fifteen years with 
interest thereon not to exeeed —— percent, said bonds or notes 
to be signed by the Town Treasurer and countersigned by the 
Water Commissioners of the Town and to be used for the pur- 
pose of covering the expense of two additional boilers at the 
pumping station, with authority in said Water Commissioners 
to provide in such legislation for repealing the special limitation 
on expenditures of funds as provided for in Chapter 66 of the 
Acts of 1898. 

Article 31. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,500 to finish the hardening of Garnet Avenue, to 
the Bourne line. On petition of G. E. F. Donkin and others. 

Voted, that $5,000 be appropriated to finish hardening this 
road, the finance committee having recommended that amount. 

Article 82. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2.500 for resurfacing Melrose Avenue, Falmouth 
Heights, with such material as the Highway Surveyor may think 
best. On petition of Charles S. Baker and others. 

Voted, that $2,500 be appropriated. 

Article 33. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money by taxation or borrowing for the purpose of 
working and constructing the extension of Walker Street as 
laid out by the Selectmen on the petition of W. S. Parker and 
others, or take any other action in this matter. 

No action was taken on this article, the layout of the road 
not being accepted. 

Article 34. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000 to resurface Clinton Avenue, from Shore Street 
to Seranton Avenue. On petition of the residents of Belvidere 
Plains and others. 

Voted, that the sum of $6,000 be appropriated. 

Article 35. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
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the sum of $5,000 to extend the hardening of the Quissett road, 
beginning at a point about one hundred feet north of High Street, 
and extending towards Quissett. On petition of Harry S. Thorns 
and others. 

Voted, that the sum of $5,000 be appropriated. 

Article 36. To see if the town will take some action rela- 
tive to installing a fire alarm signal to replace the present in- 
adequate alarm and raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for 
that purpose, also to authorize the Fire Department to sell, if 
possible, the present signal warning for the town. On petition 
of Fire Department. 

Voted, that $2,000 be appropriated for purpose of installing 
a suitable air whistle fire alarm signalling device and that the 
Board of Fire Engineers be appointed the committee to make 
such purchase. 

Voted, that the Board of Fire Engineers be authorized to 
sell the present fire alarm apparatus, and the proceeds to be 
turned over to the Town Treasurer. 

Article 37. To see if the town will purchase or acquire the 
island in Long Pond, and the tract of land fronting qn Long 
Pond and adjoining the park, for park purposes, or take anv 
other action about same and raise and appropriate a sum of 
money not to exceed $1,100 therefor. 

A motion that $1,100 be appropriated for purchase of land 
named in this article was lost. 

Article 38. To see if the town will vote to oil the roads on 
Belvidere Plains and appropriate the sum of $100. By request 
of the residents of Belvidere Plains. 

Voted, to accept the recommendations of the finance com- 
mittee, that no money be appropriated as the roads are private 
property. 

Article 39. To see if the town will accept the doings of the 
Selectmen in selecting and laying out a parcel of land in Woods 
Hole, (owned by Migs Sarah B. Fay) for taking therefrom road 
materials and in laying out way for access thereto or take any 
other action concerning said layout or concerning the matter 
of providing road materials at Woods Hole. On petition of 
Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, that this matter be referred to next annual meeting. 
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Article 40. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,000 to harden Worcester Avenue on both sides of 
Worcester Park, Falmouth Heights, from Grand Avenue, using 
such materials as is best fitted in the opinion of the Highway 
Surveyor. On petition of W. F. Stone and others. 

Voted, to refer matter to the next annual meeting. 

Article 41. To see if the town will authorize the sale of 
a small triangular section of the East Falmouth School-house 
lot at East Falmouth or take any other necessary action for this 
purpose. On petition of School Committee. 

Voted, that the sale be authorized by the Selectmen. 

Article 42. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $85,000 to construct and equip an addition to the 
Lawrence High School building, said money to be raised by 
borrowing so much hereof as may be deemed advisable, or to 
take any other action or make any other arrangements for the 
purpose of providing adequate high school facilities. On pe- 
tition of the School Committee. 

The result was 211 in favor and 183 opposed. A two-thirds 
vote was necessary in order for the town to issue notes or bonds, 
therefore the motion was declared lost. 

Article 43. To see if the town will vote to create a Law 
Enforcement committee consisting of four men and three women 
and that the sum of $1,000 be raised and appropriated for carry- 
ing on the work of said committee. On petition of Elizabeth E, 
Kelley and others. 

Voted, that a committee of seven, four men and three women 
shall be appointed by the moderator; this committee shall in- 
clude the Selectmen and shall be known as the Law Enforcement 
committee. The sum of $1,000 was appropriated for the use of 
the committee. : 

Committee :Rev. C. V. Bigler, Mrs. Elizabeth EB. Kelley, Mrs. 
Emma lL. Wright, Mrs. Grace S. White in addition to the Select- 


men. 
Article 44. To see if the town will vote to appoint a com- 
mittee to re-value the real estate throughout the town or to take 
any other action thereon and appropriate a sum of money there- 
for. By request. 
Voted, that a committee of five be appointed to fix a just 
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and fair valuation on all real estate in the Town of Falmouth 
and make their report to the Board of Assessors on or before 
June 15th, 1921. 

That in case of a vacancy on said committee the remaining 
members of said committee be given authority to appoint a mem- 
ber or members to fill said vacancy. 

That a committee of three be appointed by the Chair to 
nominate the committee of five. 

That the sum of $2,000 be appropriated for the use of said 
committee, said amount to be taken from the general balance in 
the Treasury. 

Dr. Lewis C. Weeks, Henry G. Haddon, Edward E. Kelley, 
Eugene P. Hatch and Daniel B. Phillips were nominated by the 
committee of three and elected to serve on the committee to 
re-value the property of the town. 

Article 45. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings 
of the Selectmen in laying out anew a certain portion of Quissett 
Avenue, near the house of Mrs. Pierce. 

Voted, to accept the layout as made by the Selectmen. 

Article 46. To see if the town will accept the easements and 
transfers of property to the town in connection with the water 
supply for Chapoquoit Island and to ratify and confirm the 
actions of the Water Commissioners in this matter or take any 
other action thereon.

Article 51. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
present road leading from Gardiner Road to the shore of Buz- 
zards Bay near the residence of Frances C. Lillie. On petition 
of John J. Veeder and others. 

Voted, that the matter be referred to next annual meeting. 

Article 52. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selestmen to deed back to Frances C. Lillie that portion of land 
deeded to the town by her in March, 1901, over which runs the 
town way asked to be discontinued. Request of the Selectmen.

That a committee of five, one of whom shall be a member 
of the Board of Selectmen, be appointed to employ Mr. R. Clip- 
ton Sturges to prepare drawings of a Memorial town-hall, the 
cost not to exceed $100,000, and to present the same to the town 
for acceptance.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


_ The Water Commissioners submit the following as their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1921: 

A favorable season has enabled us to supply water for all 
the needs of the town without increasing our staff at the Pump- 
ing Station. 

At the last annual town meeting we were authorized to 
purchase and install two new boilers to replace those in use 
which on account of age had been less efficient. The sum of 
$16,000 was voted to pay for the same, $4,000 to be raised by 
taxation during the current year and $12,000 to be borrowed 
on serial notes payable $3,000 annually. In accordance with 
this vote we arranged with the Falmouth National Bank to make 
the loan at 5%, payable semi-annually. 

The work of drafting specifications and overseeing the work 
was committed to our consulting engineers Richardson & Gay 
of Boston. 

Bids were sought from a number of boiler makers, and the 
contract awarded to The Walworth-English-Flett Co. of Boston, 
they being the lowest bidders, for the sum of $12,797. This sum 
to include the cost of boilers and the work of setting the same 
ready for use, but not including changes in steam connections 
which were found unsuitable for further use, nor the commission 
of the consulting engineer. ,; 

We expected that the boilers would be in use by the close 
of the year but unexpected delays have occurred so that only one 
of the new boilers is in use but the other will doubtless be placed 
in commission before this report is printed. It will be readily 
seen that we cannot give the exact cost at this time, but it will 
be well within the appropriation. : 

With the installation of these boilers and a new high-duty 
pump to take the place of the two small ones now in use, which 
will be necessary in the near future, we shall be able to pump 
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all of the water which our present mains:will convey. 

The capacity of the mains can be increased somewhat by 
laying a line from the entrance of the pumping station road to 
the corner of Palmer Avenue, and the Morse road, thence on 
the latter road to the Food Preserving Plant where it can be 
connected with the East Falmouth’ line. This will furnish ad- 
ditional water for the Eastern part of the town and Falmouth 
Heights thus relieving the demand on the Quissett stand-pipe. 

‘We were instructed by the town to install two hydrants 
with steamer connection on Main Street in Falmouth village and 
the sum of $600 was raised and appropriated for the same: 

That the water might not be shut off while installation’ was 
in progress we employed an official of the Water Department 
of the City of Worcester to do the work as we had no machine 
suitable for the task. The entire cost was $620.22. In excess 
of appropriation $20.22. 

At the request of the Fire Department we have installed 
@ fire hydrant with steamer connection in place of the original 
one near Terrace Gables. 

We were also instructed to lay a 6*inch main .a distance 
of 1524 feet on the Fay property in the section of the town known 
as Gansett, a guaranty of 9% income having been received. The 
sum of $3,500 was appropriated for the purpose, to be taken 
from funds on hand. The entire expense of the extension was 
$2,848.10, the work was done by our‘own men and thus a great 
saving was made. 

. The demand for minor extensions has been unusually large. 
It was impossible to grant all of these requests for lack of funds. 
Such extensions have been made at East’ Falmouth, Falmouth 
Heights and on Walker Street, Falmouth village. There is a 
prospect that more houses will be built on the latter street during 
the coming year. As the street as a whole will pay ‘more than 
9% ineome- we recommend that we be allowed to extend the 
main ‘on the street when in our judgment the interest’ of the 
town demands and: we have’ the funds for the same, even ‘if 
some single unit’ may fall ‘short of the guaranty, ‘the expense 
of this extension not to be ineludeéd‘in the $1500 which’ we are - 
allowed for minor extensions. 

Early in the year we received: a request from Mr, Cutler 
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B. Downer that we should lay a main to Wild Harbor, a dis- 
tance of approximately two miles. The income from this lime 
if cast iron pipe should be laid below frost would fall far short 
of the required amount so we could give Mr. Downer no en- 
couragement that the work could be done. He then decided to 
lay a 2-inch surface pipe at his own expense. The cost of the 
line was $4,210.44. Mr. Downer asks that the town take the 
line and reimburse him for the amount paid. The income from 
this line was $405, a trifle over 9% of the cost. There are at 
present ten services on the line. 

Aside from the services at Wild Harbor we have added fifty 
new ones in other parts of the town. 

Seven new hydrants have been installed. We understand 
that a petition will be presented for an extension at Davisville 
but it has not been received at the time of writing. 

Owing to a fall in price of iron pipe the cost of work on this 
extension would be less than the estimate of last year.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sirs :-— 
Below you will find statement of changes, repairs, and im- 
provements made at the station during the year. 


Engine Room. 


The valve seats of the No. 1 pump were taken out, refaced 
and put back with new valves and springs. 

- A new 5-inch valve was installed in the steam line to the 
small pumps, as the old one was leaking badly. Outside cushion 
plugs were installed on the high pressure steam chest of the large 
pump. 

Boiler Room. 


The old boilers have been taken ont, and 2 new high pressure 
boilers, with an allowable pressure of 160 ibs. installed. These 
boilers are fitted with the Foster Superheaters to give a super- 
heat of about 100 degrees when running at maximum. They are 
set 36 inches above the grates instead of 28 inches as were the 
old boilers. The superheat and the higher setting is expected 
to show some saving in coal when completed. 


Living Rooms. 


A new radiator was installed, replacing one of pipe that 
for years has been unsatisfactory. A Mason reducing valve, now 
reduces the steam pressure on the house radiator to about 6 
pounds where we formerly had boiler pressure of 90 pounds. 
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Coal Shed. 


The coal shed walls, that for years have gradually been 
cracking, reached a point this Summer where it was thought 
advisable to build some concrete piers, and this was done. 


Water Pumped. 


The water pumped is slightly in excess of 1920.

Gentlemen :—I beg to submit Harbor Masters report for 
4921. Located several moorings, removed obstructions, visited 
each of the seven harbors once each month during the summer 
months, looked them over, kept the channels clear and had the 
channel at Waquoit staked out. The State has dredged out Wild 
Harbor and made a good channel and a good sized anchorage 
basin. The west jetty at Falmouth Inner Harbor has been 
extended out considerably and needs to be dredged in the spring. 
I tried to get it done this year but was told by Mr. Cole that 
no funds were available this year for the purpose. 

Waquoit Channel has been very much improved, caused by 
‘the jetties. This harbor is being used quite extensively, in fact 
-all of our harbors have had a large number of boats. 

I beg to report all our harbors in good condition, also town 
docks and landings with the exception of the landing at Fal- 
‘mouth harbor, which needs repairing.

The twenty-second annual report of the Gypsy Moth and 
Brown Tail Moth work for the year ending December 31, 1921, 
is herewith submitted: 


Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. 


Moth conditions throughout the town during the past year 
were far better than at any period during the past several years, 
and no heavy stripping was noted on highways in any section 
of the town, during the caterpillar season. 

Extensive cresote operations were carried out during the 
fall and winter months; on wooded roads, town shade trees, 
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residential property and improved woodlands. Parks and ceme- 
teries were thoroughly cresoted and later sprayed, and it is a 
pleasure to be able to report to you a great reduction in the 
number of nests found during the scout this fall. 

There was a slight increase in the number of Brown-tait 
nests, and a careful inspection was made to see that all nests 
were removed. 

I recommend that $5,000 be appropriated to continue the 
work for the coming year.

Remarks and Recommendations. 


As soon as possible after the Town Meeting, steps were taken 
to erect an addition to the present Headquarters, also a hose 
tower for the purpose of drying, handling and the storing of 
hose. The addition also included a meeting room for the benefit 
of the members of the companies; an addition to the heating 
system was installed. 

With the money appropriated by the town, work was com- 
menced on the fire alarm system, and the Gamewell Diaphone 
Whistle was purchased, including the mechanism for compress- 
ing air for the same. This system was installed by the Fire 
Department. Considerable complaint was made upon the sound 
of the new whistle and after several trials of the Diaphone Horn, 
it was exchanged for a chime whistle, and this was considered 
to be satisfactory. Several attempts were made to dispose of the 
Electric Siren warning whistle, that was on the Town Hall Tower, 
but there was no offer or opportunity to dispose of same. 

It was then thought advisable to install it on the hose tower 
at Headquarters and have it manualy operated there. Work was 
then commenced upon the Fire Alarm System, covering the street 
boxes and-the replacing of the cross arms and wires on the. poles 
and running same to Headquarters. .The whole system of wires 
and street boxes were replaced and it was found that the system 
was in such poor condition that considerable expense was incurred 
which-could not be foretold until actual work had begun, and it 
was necessary to complete the work in order that the same might 
operate.

A permanent man was appointed to care for the work at 
Station No. 5 at- Woods Hole, and the department feels that a 
saving in upkeep and repairs has been effected, and that the 
efficiency of the company is greatly increased. 

It should. be noted that the decrease, in the fire losses for 
the past year, is $33,495.00, and this is due directly to the in- 
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exeased efficiency of the Fire Department, to the intense spirit: 
prevailing in the firemen and the generous co- ApQEAtOR of the 
people:

The Overseers of the Poor herewith submit their report for 
the year ending December 31, 1921. 

Our appropriation has been somewhat overdrawn as you 
will see. When we asked for the sum of $9,000 at the Annual 
Town Meeting we felt that we were asking for an amount suf- 
ficient to carry us through the year. On account of the hard times 
in the cities last winter, and especially in New Bedford, to which 
place a number of our people moved, we were obliged to pay out 
a considerable sum of money for their relief. (A large part of 
the unpaid bills are on their account). 

During the year we have been obliged to take on another 
family with eight children due to the death of the father. This 
case coming under the head of ‘‘Mothers with Dependent Child- 
ren.’’ This we, of course, could net foresee. 

Another large item this year has been for medical aid which 
also has added to our burden.

Report of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen submit their annual report for 1921. 

The Board has received this year three petitions for the 
laying out of new roads. We have attended to the call of 
petitioners and have laid out roads as petitioned for with the 
exception of the road called for by Charles Barrows and others 
of Waquoit. This petition called for the layout in same locality 
as was refused by the board last year. The board recommended 
to Mr. Barrows before he presented his petition that he allow the 
Selectmen to choose a location rather than for him to use the 
same location as 1920. This he did not see fit to do. The loca- 
tion of road he petitions for, the present board cannot accept, 
our reasons in full having been mailed to petitioners. 

The Selectmen with others were appointed to confer with 
the State Department of Public Works im relation to the crossing 
of Coonamessett River at East Falmouth. The committee have 
had several meetings with the Department and with the County 
Commissioners in relation to the matter but up to this time have 
only succeeded in getting a number of surveys and a taking of 
land by the County Commissioners. The Department of Public 
Works assured us in June that the work would be done in 1921 
but for some reason unknown to us the matter has gone over. 
We have finally obtained from them an estimate on the needed 
changes of which the town will be assessed one-quarter (see 
article in Town Warrant.) 

The Selectmen with the Highway Surveyor, were empowered 
to purchase a machine for the making of sand and tar roads 
which was done and machine was put into operation early in the 
season, The number of miles of asphalt road built and the cost 
per mile shows to the most skeptical the wisdom shown by the 
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town in its purchase. 

We again wish to call the town’s attention to some pro- 
vision for the parking of automobiles. This matter was left in 
the hands of the Selectmen but the board not having any funds 
for the purpose was not able to find or make any parking place 
that they thought would be acceptable to the public and at 
present had we funds we should not know what to recommend. 

The Cape & Vineyard Electric Company are now furnishing 
current for 529 twelve months lights and 117 six months lights.

This year has been marked as a year of greater accomplish- 
ments than any year preceeding. At the last Annual Town Meet- 
ing more money was appropriated for roads than in any previous 
year except 1919 and a decided spirit manifested to perform the 
work with labor and appliances in our own town. You can 
readily see by the accounts on the construction of new roads that 
it has been of great advantage and saving to the town to have 
performed all its own work. Not only has the price for con- 
struction cost less than would have been possible to procure from 
outside contractors, but the amounts and estimates to complete 
specified sections of road have completed those much needed 
links in our chain of good roads. 

It is with pride that your Highway Department calls your 
attention to the fact that Fresh Pond Road is completed from the 
School House to that portion of road formerly constructed. That. 
the Davisville Road is completed to the four corners, and that the 
Menauhant Road reaches well into Menauhant. 

I would further suggest that the tremendous cost of crushed 
stone to this town be further reduced by the fixing up and using 
of our own stone crusher. The first cost will be rather large — 
but can easily be saved by the reduced cost of this material to 
the town in one season, besides giving employment to more local 
labor and teams. The use of the sand and asphalt machine does 
not entirely eliminate the use of stone and I find much larger 
proportions of stone can be used to advantage than were used 
during the past season. I therefor recommend a sum of money 
to purchase new screens and erect new bins. I find that the 
crusher, engine and elevator are in a good condition. 

You will notice in this report that a few of the special 
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appropriations were exceeded. I trust this will be overlooked 
for it eventually saved large sums of money to complete a street, 
when that was the intention of the vote of the people. The 
excess was caused by unforseen obstructions such as, for in- 
stance, in the case of Clinton Avenue, we met a continued rainy 
spell of weather and a large quantity of stone was rolled out of 
sight by the subgrade becoming unusually soft. The excess on 
Clinton Avenue, amounting to $239.72, as well as all other exces- 
ses, were taken care of out of our general Maintenance Fund 
and the streets completed. You can readily see, upon looking 
over the items of the Highway Department in your Town Report, 
that this department has kept within the amount of its entire 
appropriation. 

The Fassett Road was not built as your Highway Surveyor, 
after a rather thorough canvass among the property owners to 
whom this road was to be a special benefit, could not procure 
an equal sum to add to the $6,000 voted by the town. (The 
town’s appropriation was made with the understanding that the 
abutters should pay an equal amount. Therefore, upon advice 
of counsel the $6,000 was left in the treasury to be disposed of 
as the next Town Meeting directs. 

The sand and asphalt plant purchased by the town has 
proved out very successful. Not only have we been able to 
construct new roads according to Massachusetts Highway Speci- 
fications, but have worked out a form of ‘‘two layer’’ construc- 
tion which seems to be even more satisfactory than the type of 
road their specifications called for and of which a noted engineer 
has said, ‘‘is as smooth a piece of sand and asphalt as I have 
ever seen rolled out.’’ Some of the workmen have become quite 
expert in certain branches of the sand and asphalt construction 
work. This machine is also a great benefit to us in our main- 
tenance of our roads. Patching can be performed cheaper and 
better than by the use of Pea Stone. 

This year we have completed resurfacing all of the old 
mixed roads and they are in a good condition for several years 
to come. A number of miles of loam roads have been treated 
with a heavy road oil and sand and this layer of dustless material 
in many cases is sustaining the winter traffic. I think this prac- 
tice is practical and where macadam roads cannot be constructed, 
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owing to their cost, this class of road is a decided improvement 
over loam roads for both winter and summer traffic. 

Several of our wooden bridges are reaching that state where 
they will very soon have to be renewed. I recommend that as 
they are rebuilt, they be made of a permanent construction of 
reinforced concrete and also have a form of architecture that 
will be ornamental as well as useful and at the same time be 
a wonderful improvement to the roads.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


The twenty-second annual report of the Tree Warden for 
the year ending Dee. 31, 1921, is herewith submitted: 

I find it more necessary every year to prune the branches 
of the trees higher because of the high loads carried by motor 
trucks along the public highways. Therefore, I spent consider- 
able time and labor on that special work. 

The tent caterpillars started to hatch out much earlier than 
usual, on account of the mild winter, thus making a longer season 
to combat this ravaging and unsightly pest. 

The spraying season was a very favorable one and we kept 
the gypsy moth and elm tree beetle under control on the shade 
trees as much as possible. 

I planted 165 young shade trees on the streets in Falmouth 
village, Falmouth Heights, Megansett, North Falmouth and Quis- 
sett, where there are more or less improvements being made, 
building homes, ete. I recommend that this tree-planting be kept 
up as nothing adds more to the beauty of the town than shade 
trees along the streets.

Report of the District Nurse 


To the Board of Selectmen, Falmouth, Mass. :— 

Dear Sirs:—I herewith submit a report of work done under 
your appropriation by the Falmouth Nursing Association during 
the year ending December 31, 1921. 

The money received from you is applied to Health Hdu- 
cation of various types. We have done little which is different 
from other years. Our aim is always prevention. 

In the year 1921 we made 457 child welfare visits. Our 
aim here was to teach mothers how to take better care of their 
children and thus keep them healthy. Good food and proper 
eare raise their bodily resistance so that they are less susceptible 
to disease. We made 49 prenatal visits to teach expectant 
mothers how to care for themselves and thus to insure healthy 
offspring. We made 161 tuberculosis visits, many of these for 
the purpose of rounding up children who had been exposed to 
an active case of tuberculosis. Most of these children on examin- 
ation showed no sign of the disease. They are, however, in a 
group which we intend to watch, so that the development of the 
disease, because of unhealthy living conditions, may be pre- 
vented. Other instructive visits were made to answer queries 
of many kinds as to how to keep well. 

To bring Publie Health to the notice of the general public 
we entered exhibits at the Falmouth Agricultural Fair and at 
the Barnstable County Fair. We also staged a play at the 
Elizabeth Theatre in connection with our summer fete which 
showed some of the branches of our work and helped to teach 
the effect of a healthy community on each member of it. 

The economic importance of this health work should be very 
elear. Every child who is born healthy and is brought up under 
hygienic conditions means a future self-supporting citizen, where- 
as that same child brought up in an ignorant, careless home may 
sooner or later be a burden upon the town. It is our aim to 
teach Health in every possible way.

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Report of the Re-Valuation Committee 


’ The Committee appointed at the last annual town meeting 
to. revalue the real estate in the town, begs to submit the follow- 
ing report :— 

Upon request a representative from the office of the State’ 
Tax Commissioner was in conference with the ‘committee at 
which time the matter of present and future assessment was 
discussed and the suggestions of the deputy in reference to the 
proper procedure for this committee to adopt in revaluing the 
town’s: real estate were accepted. 

Residential and business properties throughout the town 
have been appraised at a fair cash value, having in mind the fact 
that building material and labor costs ‘were at the peak and soon 
to recede from the level at the time of appraisal. 

The distinctly business section of Main street, in the village 
from the Post Office building to the W. C. Davis Furniture Co., 
has been assessed under the Cambridge plan, a unit of value 
being established per square foot for 100 feet deep. 

As the work of the Committee progressed it was found to be 
of much greater magnitude than it first appeared. The records 
have been brought down from one Board of Assessors to those 
succeeding without substantial revision and in consequence much 
time was necessary to identify property, correct errors in acreage 
and prove ownership. 

This the Committee has now accomplished to the best of its 
ability and believes that the records of the Board of Assessors 
are now substantially correct. 

With the exception of wood lots of doubtful value, every 
piece of taxable real estate in the town has been viewed by mem- 
bers of the Committee. 

At the request of the Committee, owners were invited to 

make certification of their taxable real estate, but few responded, 
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although no owner refused to give information on request and 
the Committee appreciates the uniform courtesy extended by the 
citizens of the town. 

Especial emphasis is made on the inequality of assessment 
found in all sections of the town and the efforts of the Committee 
were directed throughout toward an equalization of values that 
the tax burden might be borne by all proportionally. 

In this connection it might be well to note that the small 
property owner found his tax bill larger than he had anticipated 
this year, but the sum total was undoubtedly less than it would 
have been under the old valuation with a much higher tax rate 
and he is assured his neighbors valuation is proportionally the 
same. 

Attention is called to the large acreage of cleared woodland 
which has been brought under cultivation during the past ten 
years, is increasing each year and represents a very substantial 
tax value, to be sought out and assessed yearly. 

The Committee desires to express to town officials its very 
sincere appreciation, for the uniform courtesy and assistance 
given in this unsought task and which made it possible to com- 
plete the work in approximately three months. 

No mention is made here of the amount of increase in valu- 
ation but attention is called to it elsewhere in the Town Report, 
and in passing, the committee can not refrain from calling the 
voters attention to the fact that the amount of your taxes is not 
made by your board of assessors, but by yourselves in town meet- 
ing assembled.

Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate fifteen 
voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the finance 
committee. - TES A fy ee 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 


Sect. 3. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
-same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. - Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
élerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rey. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in

Sect. 3..: Voted that—Long.or.complicated motions, and any, 
other motions: which he shall.so.request, shall be presented to. 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 3383.) ibm : 


. Seet. 4.°° Voted that—-No vote-involving the expenditure. of,. . 
any’ sum of money’shall be reconsidered at the same meeting.:at 
which it ‘is passed, unless: public notice of the:intention to move. . 
such reconsideration be given within:thirty minutes: of the: passage - 
of snch vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
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of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall eollect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
eept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect..4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Woted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, publie weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Seet. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the seleet- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
te which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 


A list of betterments during the year. 


Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 


during the year, together with any other action taken at. said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions. 
passed. 


The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 


the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 8. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds. 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six 5 ad cent. annually for a period. 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten-- © 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts fora. - 


term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per:cent..per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 
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_ ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty ‘of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, - 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
‘wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rey. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. . Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 


by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire — 


appropriation for ‘such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or, officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be Tequired by statute, 

and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before | 
the close of the financial,year :to .approve.all accounts, claims, 
bills-and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations... 


Sect. 2. Voted that—-No member of the board of selectmen’ ~ 


or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
eontracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation ot the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such vommittee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
eommissioners shall en the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all. moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
ease the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The suditors are authorized and empowered to 
eonsult the town e)unsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the eolleetor 
‘shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which ease the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
eountersigned by at least two of the selectmen. | 
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ARTICLE VUI. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. — 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town» (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 


Sect. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION 5. GENERAL RULES. 
Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 
im the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
-against their departments, not included in their annual report. 
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TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go-from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $2.00. (Note. The fee fixed for such license must 
not exceed that which a licensee would be required to pay under 
section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 
242 General Acts of 1916.) 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or in any acts'in.amendment: thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has’ recorded his name: and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed’ under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of ‘fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and’ residence in’ like man- 
ner with such board or officer, °° 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 
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Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, oF Wears’ stich ‘a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle ‘or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as'a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
eause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. ; 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee :— 


In this brief report, which I submit herewith, I shall attempt 
to discuss two issues of outstanding importance im the adminis- 
tration of public education in the Town of Falmouth. In select- 
ing these topies there has been obviously no attempt to include 
all topies of great importance and of vital interest. It is the 
purpose of the writer to exclude all except the most pressing 
questions, reserving the less important for another occasion. 
Important developments in the system of school transportation, 
of supervision, of health,—including physical training, medical 
inspection and school nursing—and other special activities will 
be considered in a special supplement to this report which the 
School Committee have already authorized to be prepared. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. This is the fortieth report of the Super- 
NEEDED. intendent of Schools of Falmouth. 
During that period of time the town 
has grown in population and wealth—in population gradually 
and in wealth rapidly. Public utilities such as telephone, electric 
lights and water system have been installed and miles upon 
miles of improved roads have been built at a cost of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. During that time Falmouth has sup-- 
ported public education generously making possible the present’ 
system and organization which embraces all the essential features- 
of a modern progressive scheme. Indeed the Falmouth schools 
have been able because of the substantial and loyal support of 
citizens and patrons year by year to carry out certain pioneer 
activities that may well constitufe a real contribution to the ~- 
development of rural education in the commonwealth. If such 
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should prove to be the case the people of this community could. 
eherish a modest and humble pride that an intelligent public 
opinion has made this possible. 

But while Falmouth has built roads until the town haw 
undoubtedly one of the best systems of roads to be found any- 
where among towns of its class, while the support of public 
education from year to year has been far from niggardly, the 
town has failed completely to provide adequate modern housing 
facilities for its school children. Except for the present high 
school building erected about thirty years ago and the grade 
building in Falmouth constructed in 1904 the buildings for the 
most part are those in use forty, fifty or even sixty years ago. 
I mention these facts in the hope that the public will realize the 
status of the present housing situation and see fit to inaugurate 
a building program covering a, period of years. 

At the present moment the town needs a new high school 
building, additional housing at Teaticket, and more room at East 
Falmouth. The situation is most serious at East Falmouth 
where an effort is being made to educate 140 pupils in a building 
that might be made to accommodate 90. The enrollment in these 
rooms is as follows: 

East Falmouth Room. I Grades V--VI 37 
Il III--IV 45 
Ill I--II 61 

At Teaticket the situation is shown by the following enroll- 
ment figures: 

Teaticket I Grades III--IV 40 
I I--II 51 

In both these districts it has been necessary to run grades 
one and two on the platoon system, ie., grade one attending for 
half the day and grade two for the remainder of the time. It 
requires no further argument to demonstrate the imperative need 
foy more room in these schools. If we accept 35 pupils per 
teacher, as the city of Springfield in this State has already done, 
as the maximum number for efficient teaching the gravity of the 
situation is even more clearly evident. While the need for a high 
school building is. no less insistent then it was a year ago; con- 
ditions at East Falmouth demand prior consideration. A new 
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building at East Falmouth is, I believe, the best solution of the 
problems arising from the congestion at both East Falmouth 
and Teaticket and I bring these facts to your attention with 
the above suggestion as a recommendation for your consider- 
ation, 


FINANCES. Can the cost of schools be reduced? This ques- 
tion arises annually and comes to us this year 
with new and unusual significance. Nation and State are mak- 
ing efforts as perhaps never before to curtail expenditures in 
an effort to relieve the heavy burden of taxation. If curtail- 
ments in the expenditures for schools could be made without the 
loss of efficiency they should by all means be made but, of course, 
at that point there is difficulty. 

School population of the town is increasing. The increase 
for the school year 1921-22 over the number enrolled for the 
school year 1920-21, is nearly 8%. Two additional teachers, and 
possibly three, will be needed when schools open in September 
1922. In fact two additional teachers are needed at once,—one 
at Teaticket and one at East Falmouth,—this means an increase 
in expenditures unless teachers are to receive lower salaries. A 
comparison of local salaries with State averages will, I believe, 
serve effectually to bar further consideration of the advisability 
of reducing present salary schedules. 

At the present time the school department employs thirty- 
two full-time regular and special teachers. This number in- 
eludes also principals and supervisors. The following compari- 
son of the average salaries paid in Massachusetts in 1920--21 
(the latest figures available) with the averages for different 
‘groups in Falmouth for 1921--22 will demonstrate the advisability 
or inadvisability of reducing salary schedules: 

The average salary paid all principals, teachers, 
supervisors and special teachers school year 


Falmouth, 1921--22 $1,485.93 
Massachusetts, 1920--21 $1,498.00 
The average salary of elementary teachers including 
principals 
Falmouth 1921--22, $1,266.66 


Massachusetts, 1920--21, $1,390.00 
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‘The average salary of high school teachers including 

‘Junior high on the same schedule and also ineluding 

principals 

Falmouth 1921--22, $1,709.09 
Massachusetts 1920--21, $1,890.00 

In every instance the averages for the State are given as of 
January 1, 1921, when these averages were lower than at present. 
The averages for Falmouth are given as of January 1, 1922— 
in both instances the latest available figures. It will be seen 
that the average of all the salaries of all teachers, principls, and 
special teachers is lower in Falmouth than it was throughout 
the commonwealth a year.ago. Furthermore the average salary 
paid high school teachers and principals, and the average salary 
paid elementary teachers and principals in Falmouth this present 
year, 1922, is less than the averages for the State one year ago 
when the State averages were lower than they are today. On 
the strength of these figures there is little argument for a reduc- 
tion of salary schedules. 

Should there be any reduction in the next largest item of 
the school budget, viz., the expenditures for pupil transportation. 
At the outset it may be stated that a considerable reduction 
in transportation would mean a return to use the horse-drawn 
vehicle. If this question were referred to the parents of the 
children who formerly left their homes before seven in the 
morning to make the journey of six or seven miles to high 
school by horse-drawn vehicles where now children from the 
same communities are on the road not more than twenty-five 
minutes the answer would hardly be in doubt. I believe that no: 
one of us whether we have children or not would answer ‘this 
question in the affirmative. The transformation of our school 
transportation system brought about by the introduction of the 
motor bus has brought improvements so obvious and so funda- 
menal that the possibility of again using horse-drawn vehicles: 
cannot be considered. The present cost of transportation of the 
sort our schools enjoy is low. Motor transport cannot be secured 
for a lower figure and a reduction in this item means a return 
to horse transportation. 

Before giving further consideration to either of the questions 
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raised under this topic it will be of interest to edinpat Falmouth 
with other towns of the commonwealth in its ability to support 
good schools—an ability measured by its taxable wealth. 

" The single factor that: indicates most nearly the ability of 
any town or city to support schools is the valuation per pape 
in average membership.

According to the last report of the Department of Education 
of Massachusetts for the year 1920-21 (valuations as of April 
1919) there was no city of the entire State that had so high a 
valuation per pupil as Falmouth and only fifteen other towns. 
‘This means, unless many of these have been revalued since, thet 
of the 353 cities and towns of Massachusetts only 15 had a valua- 
tion per pupil as high or higher than Falmouth. It would ap- 
pear then that Falmouth can afford to support good schools. 

This report has endeavored to do two things 

1. To show the need of a new school building at 
East Falmouth. 

2. To urge a continuation of the present seale 
of financial support. 

In conclusion I desire to call attention to the reports of 
principals, supervisors, and special teachers which treat of the 
activities.and. programs in all.departments of our sehool: system. 
An appendix contains statistical data concerning pupil enroll- 
ment, financies, teachers, ete., and comparative statistics cover- 
ing a ‘period of years. .

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‘Report of the Principal of Lawrence High School. 
- Mr Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—It is with pleasure that I submit to you my first 
annual report as principal of the Lawrence and Junior High 
- Schools. 

During the three months of my work here, IT have been 
pleasantly impressed by many features of the school.. We have 
a good equipment for the agricultural, commercial, domestic arts, 
and manual training departments, and we are trying to use this 
equipment to capacity. The two high schools are organized as 
a single unit, which makes possible such advantages as depart- 
mental instruction, promotion by subject, constant supervision, 
supervised study, and economical administration. These ad- 
vantages would be impossible without centralization. 

Many difficulties arise in creating a satisfactory schedule 
of classes, while the entering class of the junior high school is 
‘accommodated in a separate building, and this difficulty points 

to the great desirability of having more class rooms added to 
our main building, which is overcrowded. 

In order to relieve the strain of nearly three hours of eon- 
tinuous recitation and study periods, we have found it desirable 
to interrupt the program of the forenoon by introducing an 
eight-minute physical exercise period, during which the entire 
school participates in vigorous and beneficial calesthenics and 
breathing exercises. We find that the pupils are in better con- 
dition to continue the work of the day. 

On December 23rd, appeared the first issue of a weekly pub- 
lication, erlled ‘‘The Lawrencian.’’ The purpose of this little 
paper is to serve as an incentive to better work in English and 
as a means of fostering and crystallizing a healthy school spirit. 
The paper is issued at a nominal charge, and has thus far been 
entirely supported by the pupils of the school without recourse 
to advertising as a means of supprt. . ; 

We are just inaugurating a lunch system in the school, 
which will make it possible for all pupils to secure in the build- 
ing .a satisfactory, hot lunch at cost. The lunch system is still 
in its trial stage, but the outlook is promising. We are using 
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some of the equipment in the domestic arts department, and 
aside. from this the system is thus far self-supporting and without 
\ expense to the town. Our purpose is to maintain the best service 
possible at the lowest rates possible, in order that the greatest. 
- number of pupils may receive the benefit. We believe firmly in 
the value of a: hot lunch, and we hope that all parents will co- 
- operate to make it mer for us to continue our service through 
the year. 

I wish to express my appreciation of your support and assist- 
ance, and of the united support and co-operation of all the teach- 
‘ers, since the beginning of my work here.

Report of the Primary Supervisor. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—I take pleasure in- submitting the first annual 
veport of a Primary Supervisor of the Falmouth schools. 

Briefly stated, the work of such a supervisor is sensing and 
solving problems. She is like the man upon the watch tower 
who, because of his position, is able to overlook the entire field 
. before him and discover points which are particularly strong 
and points which need strengthening. She must sense the situa- 
‘tion, and clearly and correctly evaluate the work going on. But 
she must go further. It is not enough that she recognize weak- 
mess. Often the teacher herself is conscious of that. She must 
be able to find- the cause of.the trouble, and work ide by side 
with the teacher to remedy -it. 

It may be that the work of a-school is impaitoa ‘because a 
teacher, new to the problems of a rural school, is, at loss to know 
how to fit twenty-eight recitations covering the work of six 
-gvades, into :her five-hour day and: deal fairly with each of her 
thirty-five pupils. In such a case’the supervisor im an afternoon 
wonference works: with the teacher to form ‘a program which, 
while it cannot give recitation:periods of the length to which she

has been accustomed, will maintain a fair perdentage of time 
for all grades and all subjects.. After such a program has been cs 
worked out on paper, the supervisor goes into the schoolroom ~ 
with the teacher and tests it, making whatever changes are neces- 
sary, until it becomes a practical working program for that | 
teacher and that school. This program must be supplemented 
by a daily outline of work which gives definite assignments with 
definite aims in view of each period. whether recitation or study, | 
and for each grade from the first to the sixth. In the afternoon, 
teacher and supervisor review the day’s work comparing the 
actual amount of work accomplished, and plan the work for the 
next day. In this way,.and only in this way, can one cope suc- 
cessfully with such a gigantic problem. 

The difficulty may be with the presentation of some one 
subject or phase of a subject. A demonstration lesson in which 
the supervisor takes the class and the regular teacher observes, 
often proves helpful, not only because the supervisor may use 
a device new to the teacher, but also because it gives the teacher’ 
the opportunity of putting herself in the place of the supervisor 
and overlooking her own class. Unhampered by the details of 
the lesson, she can view it more clearly and discover her trouble 
and the remedy for it. 

Sometimes the problem is not so obvious. Something is 
wrong with the class. The teacher realizes it. The supervisor 
sees that the class is not advancing as it should, and yet there 
seems to be no fault in the teaching. Often this is due simply to 
lack of time for individual work with pupils who are slow in 
developing. In such a case the supervisor can best help by tak- 
ing the child or group of children out of the classroom and 
quietly working with them for a longer period of time than the 
regular teacher is warranted in giving them inher daily program. 

For the past year the greater part of the work has been | 
directed toward Grade I with particular attention to reading 
which is the fundamental subject in that grade. We recognize 
that reading is more than an exercise in rapidly and correctly * 
pronouncing horizontal lines of words. Unless the child is active- — 
ly thinking the thoughts and feeling the emotions represented’ 
by those words, sentences and paragraphs, he is not truly read- 
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.. ing. _Sueh reading must be taught in the first grade and care- 

' fully continued if the child is to be expected to study indepen- 
dently in the sixth grade. Above all we aim to arouse in’ the 
child a love for reading and a desire to tread independently. 
Love for reading once aroused and rightly directed will prove to 
be the child’s best teacher. A child whose love for reading has 
been killed is maimed for life. 

Let me express my thanks to the school board for its cour- 
tesies, to the superintendent for his inspirational counsel, and to 
the teachers for their cooperation. Too much cannot be said in 
tribute to the grade teachers of Falmouth. Their unswerving 
loyalty, their conscientious devotion to their work, and the gen- 
erosity with which they give of themselves to meet the needs of 
a rural community are deserving of the highest commendation,

Report of Supervisor of Drawing. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 


Dear Sir :—I take pleasure in submitting herewith my second 
annual report as Supervisor of Drawing in Falmouth. 

According to my conception, the teaching of drawing in the 
public schools has these fundamental purposes :— 

I. Cultural. To train all children the following powers :— 

A. Observation. This is a very useful faculty for a person 
in any walk of life; it is taught by drawing better than by any 
other subject. 

B. Appreciation of beauty in Nature and Art. This grows 
out of observation and is extremely important. Any person who 
lacks this faculty misses most of the joy of life. 

C. Imagination. This is a product of observation and ap- 
preciation, plus an indefinable creative power. The world prob- 
ably owes more to this than to any other faculty, for it is at the 
basis of not only all art, but indeed of all human progress. No 
other study stimulates imagination more than drawing. 
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D. Expression, This is the final working ‘out of the fore- 
going series. It takes the following forms, all of very practical 
value to everyone :— 

-a. ‘Taste in selecting and arranging materials for :— 

(1) Pesrsonal dress. 
(2) Home construction and decoration. 
(3) Civie planning. 

b. Manual dexterity: muscular control. 

ce, The ability to do simple lettering and measuring easily 
and well. 

ad; The ability to use drawing freely es a graphic language 
to convey information not easily expressed in words, in the form 
of plans, diagrams and various sorts of sketches. 

II. Vocational. To- discover children of special artistic 
ability and stimulate them to develop and use their talents for the 
benefit of mankind. 

In the first six grades, and to some extent in grades VII and 
VIII also, we try to execute these purposes by means of the 
following types of work :— 

1. Drawing from direct observation of shape and some- 
times color in :— 

a. Flowers, leaves and other plant forms. 

b. Inanimate objects, such as toys, dishes, etc. 
e. Animals. 

d. Human beings. 

(These exercises develop not only the child’s powers of 
observation but also his appreciation of beauty, his muscular 
dexterity and his skill in using drawing as a graphic language. 
Where possible we correlate this work with his other studies, as, 
for instance, pose drawing, with healthful posture as taught in 
physical training, and drawing from plant or animal form with 
nature study.) 

2. Drawing pictures from memory or imagination which 
illustrate incidents either from the child’s own experience, des- 
eribed to him, or invented by him. 

(This work is very valuable as a stimulus to the imagination 
and powers of expression, and in its correlations with other sub- 
jects such as reading, geography and history.) 
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3. Construction. The making of suchvarticles«as: valentines, 
maybaskets, and the like. (This teaches measuring, folding, 
catting, tearing, pasting, often lettering, all of which are excel: 
tent training for hand and eye.) 

4. Design. 

(This develops imagination and powers of expression, es- 
pecially in connection with good taste as applied to personal 
dress, the home, and the community, thus correlating with what 
the child is taught regarding health, domestic science, civies, and 
other related subjects. In its rhythmic work it also correlates 
with writing, physical training and music.) 

On account of the limited time and other difficulties which 
are inevitable in schools having several grades in each room, we 
have not attempted to carry on all this program at onee, feeling 
that it is better-to do a few things at a time and do them thorough- 
ly. For instance, last spring we made a definite ,‘drive’’ in the 
direction of acquiring a ‘‘memory vocabulary’? of animal forms, 
and spent several weeks drawing the shapes of various animals 
and birds. Likewise this fall we have-made an intensive study 
of the appearance of the human figure in various positions. A 
marked improvement in the childrens drawings has resulted. 

In accordance with the recommendations of the Baltimore 
Course of Study, we are planning to give considerable attention 
early in the year to ‘‘Industrial Art,’’ or the study of the various 
industries and of art as related to them. It is impossible for us. 
to earry out all the courses outlined, but we will undertake to 
make a thorough study of at least one topic—‘‘shelter.” It is 
planned to have each class make and furnish one or more rooms 
of a house on a miniature scale. The children will study the 
nature, uses, construction and furnishing of various types of 
buildings, especially of dwellings such as their own homes. Prac- 
tically all their work in drawing will be centered for a time a- 
round this project, the study of design being especially empha- 
sized. Incidentally there will be an excellent opportunity for 
correlating with other subjects of the curriculum. For instance, 
the calculation of the amounts of materials needed, and the 
““buying”’ of it at a play ‘‘store’’ in the schoolroom will give the 
children a new understanding of the uses of arithmetic. The 
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leading purpose of this whole work is to stimulate the pupils 
to use good taste and intelligence.in making their own homes later. 
The teaching of. good -taste as applied to. the person,..the .home 
and the community is given increased emphasis..in the, Junior 
High School, and finally in the Senior High culminates: in defi- 
nite courses in the elements of costume design, house planning, 
interior decoration, landscape gardening, and civic “improve- 
ment. All these subjects are included under. the course called 
‘‘general.art.’’ Needless to say, it is impossible to: go far into 
the details of all these aoreinets and only a broad survey: is. at- 
tempted. 
Last year, in adden, to giving this I also offered courses 
in ‘‘Technical Drawing,’’ ‘Commercial Art,’’ and “‘Special Art,”’ 
besides collaborating with Mr. Hawkes in a course in ‘‘Landseape 
Architecture.’? Owing to the crowded program at the High 
School it proved to be impossible to group the students effective- 
ly. Accordingly this year I. have offered simply the “General 
Art’” course, given occasional talks to the agricultural students, 
and given individual instruction outside of school hours to those 
- students who would have taken ‘‘Special Art’’ (in preparation 
for art school) had it been offered. 

Conditions throughout the system have ceed ea over last 
year’s in many ways. The new automobile, the macadamizing 
of the Pine Ridge road, and the June delivery of supplies, have 
all made for greater efficiency. I am particularly happy to say 
that it is now possible by means of the able assistance of Miss 
Flagg, to give Grade VII 80 minutes of drawing per week in- 
stead of 40 as formerly. I regret that her program does not 
permit her to do likewise for Grade VIII. 

I wish to reiterate what I said in last year’s report about 
the need if a special room for drawing at the High School, and 
I hope this matter will be given serious consideration in prepar- 
ing the plans for the new building. 

The beautifying of the school houses and grounds also needs 
strong emphasis. The planting of shrubbery in well-chosen places 
around the foundations and boundaries, together with the separa- 
tion from the playground and preparation of a plot of lawn—no 
matter how small—in front of each building, would give results in 
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satisfaction far out of proportion to the expense involved. 

Finally, I wish to express my hearty appreciation of the 
fine, cordial spirit of cooperation which the School Committee, 
you as Superintendent, the other Supervisors and the Teachers 
have shown me.

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Report of the Supervisor of Music. 
Mr, Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. :— 


Dear Sir:—I herewith submit my report of Music in the 
public schools of Falmouth during the year 1921. 

The work has been planned and outlined. With the excep- 
tion of a few changes in the outlines for the first and second 
grades, the outlines are practically the same as those distributed 
at the various schools a year ago last September. These have 
given the teacher the opportunity to realize the importance and 
scope of the study and its analysis. 

Technically, the teaching is outlined only for the presenta- 
tion of the elements which are deemed necessary for the child to 
understand in the reading of notes and singing from the statf 
in the different keys. The technique is the foundation or means 
to the end, the musical development of the child, if there is a 
talented tendency that way and if not, to acquire a sufficient 
knowledge of the subject to allow the child to sing intelligently. 
As much care is devoted to the special needs of each pupil and 
as much attention given as is possible in the time allotted. The 
teachers have presented, under my outline and supervision, the 
practice and elements of the technique and the results have been 
determined from time to time by programs earefully planned 
and presented. 

During the Spring of 1921, two concerts were given by the 
pupils of the Senior High School, also the Junior High School, 
and resulted creditably. The splendid co-operation of the vari- 
ous teachers in the outside districts, their earnest efforts and 
responsibilities in accomplishing the work and finally the develop- 
ment of the fundamentals in the High School have been the vital 
factors in realizing the success of the subject. The efficiency 
that the grade teacher displays in carrying out the outline is, 
absolutely, the whole source for future development. 

The Senior Concert, which was an operetta, was very suc- 
cessful—resultant from the proper spirit and interest of the 
participants and those who co-operated in the coaching and pre- 
sentation. Every teacher who was called upon to assist respond- 
ed with a zeal which was heartily appreciated. A substantial 
sum was realized from both concerts. 
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A concert was given last June by the pupils of the Woods 
Hole School. This, too, was a success both financially and artis- 
tieally. The ability of the participants was remarkable consider- 
ing the age. 

Teachers’ meetings with the supervisor have been held for 
the purpose of discussion and this plan of meetings, though not 
regularly scheduled as yet, has helped materially in solving the 
different problems which arise in the teahing of music and in 
strengthening the teachers’ knowledge of this subject also. At 
the persent, these meetings are held as often as circumstances 
will permit. It is hoped that a class in Music Appreciation can 
be organized in the Village Grammar School this year. 

The Annual Spring Concert is now in view and it will be 
my earnest endeavor to make this affair a success. 

In closing, I would state that all results realized in this 
particular phase of education, the subject of Music, show that 
there has been a very favorable progress both from a musical and 
technical standpeint. 

It is my pleasure to extend my thanks gratefully to the 
supervisory teachers of the various buildings and to extend my 
appreciation to the superintendent and School Committee for 
their interest and co-operation.

Report of Agricultural Instructor. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir:—It is with pleasure that I submit to you the 
second annual report of the Vocational Agricultural Department 
of the Falmouth High School. 

I feel that we have made a very creditable beginning and 
that the department bids fair to be one of the best in the state. 
Seven pupils finished the first year with very good projects. 
This fall we have 12 enthusiastic boys enrolled. 

The younger group of boys who carried projects last year 


are enlarging them this year ond will carry garden projects also. 
The boys in the older group are carrying dairying and farm man- 
agement projects. : 

To those who may ask what a vocational school or. depart- 
ment is and why a vocational agricultural department was started 
in Falmouth, I will try to explain just why one was started in 
Falmouth. 

Some pupils are able to comprehend truths from mere state- 
_ ments of facts while others must have conerete illustrations and 
practical application of such truths. 

It is our desire to develop the practical boy by requiring 
him to put into practice what he learns at school through the 
project method. The printed sheet is not a sufficient mental 
stimulas to secure an effective response from these boys, and 
since it is not stimulas that educates, but effective response to 
stimulus, it follows that if there is no such effective response the 
pupil is not being educated, his interest is lost, he leaves school 
as soon as he is allowed to, or if he remains, the school becomes 
of little value to him. We are, through the Vocational Course, 
securing an effective response which stimulates the boy to develop 
his powers. 

I feel that we should always bear in mind what President 
Fisher of the British Board of Education said, ‘‘Education is 
the eternal debt which maturity owes to youth.’’ The mission 
of the school is to have pupils learn how to learn when there is 
no one to tell them how to learn. 

The Agricultural Course was started in Falmouth because 
we believed that agriculture is one of our greatest resources. I 
wish to give you a few figures showing what the Cape has raised 
the past year with a few special crops. 

* 70,000 barrels cranberries worth $900,000. 

50,000 bushels faney turnips worth $30,000. 

8,000 boxes. aspaagus, worth $45,000. 

15,000 erates strawberries wotrh $150,000. 

To this list should be added vegetables, apples, peas and 
peaches, dairy products and poultry products, for which we have 
no figures. As Falmouth is raising but a small proportion of the 
vegetables, apples, peas, peaches and poultry products, which 
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are consumed here, we feel that there are opportunities for boys 
who understand the care and management of these products. 

How many of us realize the value of the Farming Industry 
as it stands today? This industry of the United States represents 
an investment equal to that of all the railroads, all manufacturing 
plants, all mines, and all quarries in the United States. Es- 
sentially it is the basic industry. The income from live stock 
and crops alone for a single year practically equals the entire 
national debt. 

I am including a brief statement as to what the department 
has been doing outside the classroom the past year. The instruc- 
tor made about 150 visits to the seven boys to direct them in 
their projects. 

' Two boys of the department won County Agricultural prizes. 
One boy had the best garden in the county, while the other 
boy had the best poultry club project. There were 80 boys and 
girls enrolled in the school clubs and the instructor made about 
175 visits to these pupils to advise and instruct them. 

’*A number of adults have been enrolled in unit courses and 
these also have been visited. 

The instructor has prepared a number of different leaflets, 
one on Insuring the Potato Crop, one on Culling Poultry, one on 
Raising Poultry, and one on the Developing of a Garden for the 
club members. These leaflets have been distributed to a large 
number of people. 

The department cooperated with the Agricultural Extension 
Service of the County in having a two-days’ school in Falmouth 
for the adults. The instructor gave two lectures at this time. 
Other lectures have been given by him in the past year. 

Remember that the agricultural department is very willing 
to give advice or assistance at any time a request is made.

ek Report of School Nurse. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 
Dear Sir:—I herewith submit the report of the work of the 
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nurses in the schools of Falmouth. 
September 1920—September 1921.

The statistical report shows no new departure by the school 
nurses during the year. As usual the work must be divided into 
two classes (1) work in the schools, (2) work among the school 
children. 

In the schools the usual assistance was given to the school 
physician in his examinations, the vision and hearing tests’ done, 
and room inspections made. As the special feature of health 
teaching the Modern Health Crusade was conducted in the third, 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades throughout the township. By this 
means some of the simple health habits were formed through the 
element of play and as an incentive for the daily performance 
of these health habits a pin was awarded. Considerable interest 
was aroused among the majority of the pupils in this Crusade 
and the good results obtained were made possible by the splendid 
cooperation of the teachers. 

The school lunch in East Falmouth was resumed in Novem- 
ber and continued until May on a slightly different basis from 
that of the previous year. Before the opening of the school in 
the fall home visits were made to each family represented in the 
school for the purpose of collecting money to maintain the lunch. 
Practically every family contributed, which meant that almost 
every child received cocoa every other day. Thus the school 
Tunch was self-supporting and conducted a the children under 
the direction of the teachers. 

The remedying of ‘the defects among the school : children 
comes about by home visits, by explaining to the parents the 
importance of the correction, and offering an opportunity at the 
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Health Center for the accomplishment of such work at reasou- 
able rates. The diseased tonsils, the poor. eyes and the bad teeth 
are the common source of trouble and for each of these clinics 
have been held during the year at the Health Center under the 
direction of the same specialists as during the previous years. 
The statistics for the dental clinic present striking facts which 
are most gratifying. From January 1921 to December 1921 the 
dentists worked half the number of hours which they did during 
the previous twelve months with an attendance of practically 
the same number which:seems to indicate that less work per child 
had to be done. We can safely say there is a marked improve- 
ment in the dental conditions of the school children. 

It is hoped that this year emphasis may be placed upon the 
Nutrition among the children by weighing and measuring all 
the children and striving to bring the underweights up to normal,

Report of Physical Dire@tor in Falmouth Public Schools. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Sir :-—I hereby submit my report as Director of Physical 
Education in the Falmouth Public Schools. 

The term Physical Education might rightly be called Health 
Edueation, since health is the chief aim of this course. One of 
the many features of health is good posture. If one stands erect 
the organs of the body are able to function properly. Posture 
is a habit, whether it is good or bad; therefore it is necessary to 
begin early in life and acquire the habit of good posture. 

Each grade in the Falmouth schools and also all of the out- 
side rural schools are visited by the director once a week. A 
lesson is taught and work assigned to be carried out by the room 
teacher during the week. 

In the Junior High school and the Senior High school grades, 
my time has been spent with groups of girls only. The work 
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consists of calesthenics, competitive games and marching tactics. 

We have been very fortunate in securing the town hall two 
afternoons a week from 4.30 until 6 o’clock for practicing 
basket ball. This has enabled us to organize a girls’ basket ball 
team which has created a good deal of enthusiasm and school 
spirit. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, 
the School Board and teachers for their co-operation in my work.
